THE BONUS BILL VETO. 


A LITTLE SOUVENIER 
OF HIS TRIP ABROAD 


True to his repeated warnings that he would veto the Sol­ 
diers’ Bonus Bill in the form in which Congress passed it in 
spite of him, President Harding sent the legislation back with a 
vigorous message of disapproval. 
The President applied without stint the whip of criticism to 
Congress for pretending to provide a(fc*sted compensation for 
former soldiers, wrhile doing nothing to furnish the necessary 
funds beyond a hazardous scheme of cash certificates which the 
Executive held would be a menace to the credit of the Govern­ 
ment. 
He chided Congress for having attempted a course of 
governmental folly. 
Supporters of the vetoed bill will content themselves with 
having the House override the President, and the Senate sustain 
him, and then attempt to explain that they did everything they 
could to obtain the legislation. There was no disposition whatever 
to insert new tax levies to provide the revenue and thus have the 
measure meet the primary objection of the White House. 
The credit of the Government would be impaired by such a 
plan, he declared, and he cited the obligations maturing within 
the current fiscal year, $4,000,000,000, which would have to be 
refunded. Within the six years in wThich the heaviest payments 
of the bonus would fall, the President declared, maturing obliga­ 
tions aggregating $10,000,000,000 would have to be financed. 
Mr. Harding confessed a regret that “he must sound a note 
of disappointment to the many ex-service men who have the im-! 
pression that it is as simple a matter for the Government to be- i 
stow* billions in peace as it was to expend billions in war.” 
“It is vastly more applauded to expend than to deny,” he said, 
referring to the fact that all of the economies effected in the 
Government during the first eighteen months of his Admin­ 
istration w’ould be wiped out by the Bonus Bill.

The policy of the United States in the Near East situation 
will be one of strict neutrality, it was announced officially at the 
White House. The United States has no intention of participat­ 
ing in any of the political developments and in no circumstances 
will American naval and military forces be used to defend the 
Dardanelles, it was declared. 
American warships now in Levantine waters, it was said, 
were there solely to protect American lives and property and no 
battleship would be assigned to co-operate with the allied fleet as­ 
sembled in the Straits. 
The White House announcement confirms the position of 
the State Department taken a week ago on the occupation of 
Smj’rna by the Turkish Nationalists. 
The department’s activi­ 
ties have been directed toward relief for the Christian minorities 
in Asia Minor and the evacuation of

caught in the Turkish advance. 
What correspondence this Gov­ 
ernment has had with Great Britain and France has been en­ 
tirely upon plans for the relief work which American officials 
believe should be undertaken by the nations which have the 
facilities on the ground.
